I submit, at the request of the Old Age Assistance Depart- 
ment, the annual report for inclusion in the town report of ex- 
penditures in this town. The amount paid in old age assistance 
in the town of Groton for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1938 was 
$3252.50. During this period 96 cents out of every dollar available 
to the Old Age Assistance Department was paid in benefits to 
eligible elderly persons and only 4 cents was used for administra- 
tion. The cost to the state for administration was 1.6 cents and 
2.4 cents was paid by the Federal Government. 


At present there are 21 Groton citizens who have grants. 
The monthly total grant at present is $275.00. Five grantees have 
died during the past year. It is expected that more aid can be 
given in Groton if the money is made available by the present 
legislature.

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The following improved road work was done this year under 
the supervision of the District Commissioner and the Selectmen: 


The State Aid money was expended on Selected Highway 
No. 1 surface treating this road from Charles Corruth’s to Henry 
Ashford place a distance of one mile. This piece of road is now 
surface treated from Groton Village to the top of Crown hill. 


On this road from the top of Minard hill, 2 miles of this road 
was given a retreatment, of which the State pays two thirds of 
the cost. 


The unselected Highway money for Town Roads was ex- 
pended on the following roads: from Ernest Whitehill’s to Heer: 
Ricker’s was surfaced with gravel, and the old Peacham road was 
improved from Joseph Ricker’s to the Joseph Fellows place. 
This road has now been improved to the S. N. Welch place. Also 
the Westville road to Seyon Ranch was graveled as far as the 
money would permit. 


In the Village, Railroad street was graveled which will have 
this piece of road ready for surface treatment this year. 


Also from this fund $500.00 was set aside for the care of the 
winter roads. This will not pay all the winter cost as it costs 
nearly as much to sand the winter roads as it does to plow them. 


The Selectmen have purchased a Sander which does this work 
better and cheaper. 
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We are submitting below a Budget estimate which is based 
on a lower Grand List due to the damage caused by the Hurri- 
cane to the timber lots. It is impossible at this time to estimate 
this damage.

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Report of Superintendent 
Members of the School Board of Groton: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions exist- 
ing in the schools of the town of Groton. 


The organization of the Caledonia-Orange District remains 
the same as last year, including four towns and one incorporated 
district as follows: Newbury, Ryegate, Groton, Orange and Wells 
River Incorporated District. 


There are forty-six full time teachers employed in the district. 
There are fifteen teachers in Newbury, eleven in Ryegate, nine in 
Groton, six in Wells River and five in Orange. The total number 
of pupils enrolled in the district during the Fall term was 862. 


Two rural schools, Westville and the South School, are being 
maintained this year in addition to the village school. There were 
fourteen pupils enrolled at the South School during the Fall term. 
At present there are twelve—eight from Groton and four from 
Topsham. Topsham pays $105 tuition on these four pupils. This 
amount plus the $435 state aid received on this school makes it 
possible to maintain the school at small expense to the town. 


The length of the school year in the elementary schools, 
was 1educed this year from 36 weeks to 35 weeks. This is the 
minimum required by law. Wells River is the only place in the 
district where the elementary schools are maintained 36 weeks: 


Very few repairs and improvements were made this year, in 
order to keep within the budget. It was necessary to repair 
the roof of the village building. The High School Assembly 
Room, which was in poor condition, was painted. For the past 
few years a systematic plan of making improvements has been 
followed. By following this plan it is hoped to have the building 
in good condition in a few more years. 

New equipment included three new typewriters. Three old 
typewriters were turned in for these at a reasonable exchange rate. 

The P. T. A. is again financing the services of a music teach- 
er, Mrs. Adine Farwell of Wells River. Mrs. Farwell is giving 
instruction to the elementary children and is voluntarily giving 
her time to the high school girls and boys who are interested. 
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A total of 212 pupils were enrolled for the Fall term. The 
following table gives the enrollment by schools and by grades. 
The per cent of attendance is also given.

This is a total of 21 more pupils than were enrolled for the 
Fall term last year. However, there are quite a few transients as 
at least 16 pupils have withdrawn from the three graded rooms 
since school opened. The low attendance in the Primary Room 
was due to an epidemic of chicken-pox. 


The present large enrollment in the elementary school indi- 
cates that the high school enrollment is going to increase before 
long. 


A total of 26 high school tuition pupils were enrolled during 
the Fall term. These were divided as follows: Ryegate 18, Tops- 
ham 7, Newbury 1. 


State aid this year is $3309.11 compared with $3287.91 last 
year. We lost some state aid due to the epidemic of contagious 
diseases. This weakness in the state aid law should be corrected 
by having the state aid based on the average enrollment rather 
than on the average daily attendance. This would add about seven 
per cent state aid to what is received at present. 


We should appreciate it very much if some organization in 
town would sponsor the planting of some trees, shrubbery and 
flowers on the village school grounds. If an Agricultural Course 
can be secured for the high school the boys could carry out this 
project. 


The State Department has issued new Courses of Study in the 
Social Studies, Health, Safety and Temperance Education. Others 
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are in preparation, Through the visits of supervisors, by issuing 
bulletins and in many other ways the Department is increasing 
its services to the schools. 


In order to meet the needs of a large number of boys in school 
and of others who might come in from surrounding communities 
an Agricultural and Shop Work Course should be given in the 
high school. A half time teacher might be secured along with 
some other high school such as Newbury. This would cut the 
teacher’s salary in two. Federal aid would pay for one half the 
remainder so that the town would have to pay only one fourth 
the total salary. This would probably amount to from $400 to 
$450. New equipment to start the course would cost about $300. 
An appropriation of from $700 to $800 should be made available 
to put in the course. 


The people, I think, would feel that they were getting value 
received for the money invested considering the way the course 


“is supervised and taught now in many high schools in the state. 


The tax payers should give this serious consideration. 


There is an increased interest throughout the state in the 
health of the children. Many towns are asking for the services of 
a Public Health Nurse. At present Groton could be included in 
the district served by Mrs. Armstrong. If other towns should be 
included in this district Groton may not have a chance for a long 
time. Since the health of the school children is of the first import- 
ance it is too bad not to take advantage of all heaith services that 
are available. 


The Hone Economics Course is now receiving Federal Aid. 
The town now has to pay only one-half the teacher’s salary. The 
services of the department have been expanded. Mrs. Steele 
teaches a class of adults one day a week after school hours. She 
also supervises the hot lunches which have been favorably men- 
tioned in papers in several parts of the state. An average of 58 
pupils a day have been served. The hot lunch service alone means 
a great deal to the health of the pupils carrying cold lunches. The 
boys’ class is also getting a great deal out of the course. Nearly 
every girl in school is taking the course. 


The following is a summary of some of the things that should 
be considered: 


1. Systematic improvement of village building continued. 
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2. Advantage taken of opportunity to secure services of 
Public Health Nurse for work in the schools. 


3. Agriculture and Shop Work Course, on half time basis, 
offered in the high school. 


4. An additional 15 cent tax raised in order to take care of 
initial cost of Agricultural Course. 


5. Improvement of South school considered. 


6. Teachers’ salaries maintained at a level high enough to 
retain and secure good teachers. 


In conclusion J wish to thank parents, teachers and directors 
for their cooperation with me’and for the support that they have 
given the schools.
